It  is  he,  also,  who  interviews  failing  seniors  of 
the  school. 

Mr.  Gingery  has  a  B.  S.  degree  from  Mt.  Union  College 
at  Alliance,  Ohio,  an  M.  A.  from  the  University  of  Chicago, 
and  an  M.  A.  ad  eundem  gradem  from  McMaster  Univer- 
sity at  Toronto,  Ontario.

Being  vice- 
principal,  he  must  be  ready  at  all  times  to  help  Mr.  Ging- 
eiy  with  any  work  which  the  latter  cannot  find  time  to  take 
care  of.
